In these circumstanoes it is not unnatural that 
the peuple should atlast have taken a summary 
‘way of showing ther disgust with the present 
goverment of the Island. 

National 
Assembly for union wich Groeoe will, it is safe 
to say, not be listened to, and fur some time 
to come Crete, while practically independent 
of Turkey, must remain nominally subject to 
ber. The present is an inopportane moment 
to deolare the final severance of that ancient 
and irksome bond, as it would at once raise 
up the bogey of “compensation,” with the 
result that a conflagration would probably 
engue. It will be remeubored that both in 1878 
and 1886 Greeos objected to the extension 
of Bulgaria in the Balkans unless “compen 
sation” were given to her, and at the te 
the Powers replied that they did not admit 
that the principle of compensation existed 
or could be upplied in dealing with ter: 
torial arrangements in the Near Bast. But, 
however this may be, it is most unbbely 
that Bulgaria and Servis—for whom the rb 
valry of Greece in Maceduniais » pressing 
reality—would see so great an exteusion of 
Greek territory and power without demand: 
ing “compensation.” Of course, such com 
pensation could only be given at the ex 
pense of Turkey ; but we have yet to learn 
that the Powers ate so convinced of the eft 
ciency of Bulgarian or Servian rule as to 
be willing to partition Turkey in order to 
satisfy their ideas of their own dignity, On 
these grounds it is uoltkely that the Powers 
would cunseut to a union of Crete with 
Greece, even though itware the sulutiondesired 
by a great majority of the Greek pypulation.
